About Star Points on Coins.

“Few people, with the exception of
roln collectors, notice such minor de-
‘alls, but-it is a rather interesting fact
‘o note that on one side of some of
sur coins the stars have five points,
on the other
gside the stars have six,” an official
of the Washington mint recently re-
marked.

“In English heraldry,” he contin-
ned, “a correct star had six or mor
points—usually six. When designs
for the first American coins were
made the heraldic usage was followed
and the stars given six points. The
flag of the nation was made up very
largely from the coat of arms of the
Washington family, in which, for
some reason, the stars have but five
points.

“On the obverse of our present
quarter and half dollar the stars, 13
in number, are six pointed, while on
the reverse they are five pointed. This
difference is due to the fact that
the reverse of these coins is simply a
.copy of the great seal of the United
States, except that the clouds
omitted. On the great seal and on
the seal of the president the stars
are five pointed, while the seal of
the house of representatives shews
six pointed stars.”
